vided into five equal payments, the first payment, 
together with the current years taxes to be paid 
to the Secretary on or before 15th of December, 
1931, the second payment December 1932 and so 
on. : 

If any farm land owner enters‘into this agree- 
ment with the Council, then any proceedings 
which may -have been startéd under the. Tax Re- 
covery Act will be stopped. i“ 

But if the land owner after having entered 
into this agreement fails to keep his part of the 
contract, then. the proceedings which had been 
started will be in force again. —
